HE year 1917 provided, both 
tm the United States and in 
Ontario, conditions very un- 
favorable for the production 
of good seed corn. Excess of mols- 
ture ip the crop was followed by 
freezing and these conditions result- 
ed im one of the worst seed corn 
years in a generation. Asa result of 
this, much of the seed corn sown in 
Ontario in 1918 was, to say the least, 
of varieties that were late in matur. 
ing. A very high percentage of this 
corn which will be used for seed hext 
year, now contains a large amount of 
moisture, To make this corn of the 
greatest Value for seed purposes, it 
should be harvested, if possible, be- 
|fore heavy frostand thoroughly dried. 
Maturity is one of the essentials In 
producing good seed corn, but no less 
important is the thorough drying of 
the seed, 

It Is not even necessary for corn 
| to be frozen to lose some of its vital 
|ity, it will deteriorate at ordinary 
temperatures if not well dried. When 
freezing occurs, greater loss in vital- 
is experienced.

HESSIAN FLY, VERY INJURIOUS 
TO WINTER WHEAT. 


‘The Only Known Means of Pighting 
This Pest Is to Keep It Out of 
the Crop—Eggs Hatch Into Mag- 
gots That Do Great Injury to the 
Stalks of Grain. 


The Hessian fy, found throughout 
almost the entire winter-wheat 
region, is a minute, imosquito-like Sy 
which lays its eggs upon the leaves of 
wheat. These eggs hatch into little 
maggots which crawl down into the 
“teat sheaths. There they live upon 
the plant’s sap, which they ob- 
tain by gnawing into the soft por- 
tlons of the stem. Usually two, but 
sometimes three or more, generations 
Of the Insect occur during a year. 

One main generation of flies ap- 
Dears in the fall, the large proportion 
of the maggots becoming full-grown 
before the severe weather of winter 
arrives, when they change into brown 
Seed-like forms known as ‘Gax- 
seeds." These may be found within 
the leaf sheaths in young wheat 
plants, usually at or beneath the sur- 
face of the soll. These overwintering 

Hlaxseeds” produce the spring gener-
